DENOUNCES McKINLEY’S BILL. 


His Excoriation of the Irregulari- 
ties of the Tariff 


PROPOSED BY REPUBLICANS 


The Democrats Jubilant Over 
the Discomfiture of the Boss.

WasHincton, May 13.—[Special.]—Repre- 
getitative Ben Butterworth, of Cincinnati, 
created a tremendous sensation in the house 
today by kicking over the traces on the repub- 
lican tariff bill. It has been rumored for sev- 
eral days that Major Butterworth would not 
stand by the bill, and every effort was mae to 

de-track him. He was entirely shut out of 
the general debate last week, but when he got 
the floor today in his own right he made the 
republicans sweat bloed. 

HE POUNDS M’KINLEY, 

For an hour he pounded McKinley and his 
republican associates on the ways and means 
committee, amid great applause from the 
democrats and dead silence from the repub- 
licans. It was absolutely painful to witness 
the republican members of the ways and 
means committee, as the ablest republican in 
the national house of representatives delivered 
his excoriating philippic. They sat huddled 
together like a cowering band of condemned 
criminals, listening to the knell of their ap- 
proaching doom. 

WILL NOT FOLLOW BLINDLY. 

Butterworth told them to understand dis- 
tinctly that he did not propose to follow in the 
wake of a committee appointed with one pur- 
pose in view. He wanted every industry to 
haye aclear field and a fair show and favor- 
itism for none. 

“T want to say to you,”’ said he, shaking his 
finger ominously at McKinley, ‘“‘that the peo- 
ple understand why Paul is favored and Peter 
is turned down. My position is opposed to 
enriching one class at the expense of another, 
and,”” he conttnued, emphatically, “I had 
rather resign my position on this floor than 
recede from it.”’ 

JUGGLING WITH STATISTICS. 

Mr. Butterworth charged the republican 
members of the ways and committee with jug- 
gling tariff statistics, and with having broken 
their pledges to reduce the tariff, and he 
warned them that they were standing in their 
own light. He attacked the duties which fos- 
tered the copper trust, and those designed to 
build up the tin-plate trust, and in concluding, 
uttered these significant words: 

“T am for a protective tariff, but we must 
reduce the inequalties, not build them up 
mountain high.”’ 

THE REPUBLICANS DAZED. 

When he had-concluded, the republicans sat 

dazed and stunned, while he proceeded to the 


cloak-room ‘to receive the congratulations of 


democrats, who crowded about him, Major 
Butterworth’s speech has caused a panic 
among the republicans. KE. W. B. 


PROTECTED TOO MUCH. 


Mr. Butterworth Thinks the Republicans 
Are Overdvoing the Thing. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The house, after 
transacting some routine business, went into 
committee of the whole, Mr. Payson,of Illinois, 
in the chair. 

On the tariff bill Mr. McMillin, of Tennes- 
see, moved to reduce the duty on ammonia. 
He could see no reason why this articie of ne- 
cessity to tue farmers should be so heayily 
taxed. 

Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, opposed the amend- 
ment and stated that since the tariff had en- 
couraged competition in this country, the price 
of ammonia had been reduced from twenty to 
soyon aud a half cents per pound. 

BUTTER WORTH ‘SPEAKS. 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, suggested that 
while he knew nothing of the case under con- 
sideration, the price of an article was not re- 
duced on account of competition alone. It 
Was reduced on account of improved methods 
of manufacture. So faras he was capabic. of 
doing he had tried to understand the tariff 
question,and he never doubted that the protec- 
tive system was wise, humane and beneficial and 
had showered blessings on our land from shore 
toshore. If there was any danger to the pro- 
tective system, it was its oscillation between 
the extreme of free-trade on one hand and 
on the other the extreme which created an in- 
equality among Americans themselves. The 
country,in the election of Harrison and a 
republican congress, had declared unequivo- 
cally in favor of sustaining and upholding the 
protective system. The conflict in 1888 had 
not been schedule rates, but between economic 
polices. Tho democratic policy was well 
known. It was that the tariff should be levied 
for revenue only. The republican policy was 
that the tariff, whether high or low, should be 
80 adjusted as to establish, cherish and protect 
American interests and industries in the com- 
petition with the rest of the world. Did 
that policy mean to remoye the _  in- 
equalities which existed between the in- 
dustries on this side of the water and 
the industries on the other, or aid it 
mean to shut out all importation? He insisted 
that we should not create any inequalities 


here. He insisted that the protective system 


dealt with the conditions and not with the 
national boundary lines, except when the pres- 
ence of those national boundary lines indicated 
the presence of these conditions, against the 
influence of which it was necessary to inter- 
pose the barrier of a protective tariff. If the 
tanff did not deal with the conditions, then 
tho tariff was goodin the abstract, and if it 
was,the fathers of the republic had paid them- 
selves a poor compliment when they provided 
that there should be no restriction of com- 
merce. Competition never created new in- 
dustries ; they were created by the work of the 
brain of inventors. The committee had tried 
to do the best it could in framing the bill, but 
it Was not always safe to rely altogether upon 
the testimony of beneficiaries under the law. 
{Applause on the democratic side. } 

He had indicated his belief respecting the 
proper function of the tariff act, and would 
Sooner resign his seat than depart one hair's 
breadth from that belief. Of course, he re- 
Spected the wisdom of the committee, but 
why was Paul favored and Peter turned down ? 
Why increase the profits of certain classes? 
He couid name capitalists whose profits had 
at those of agriculturalists in any state

ON CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 
Mr. Butterworth then proceeded’to expound 
his views touching a reciprocity with Canada. 
fe said that we were endeavoring to cultivate 
relations with 50,000,000 peqpie to the south- 
ward and yet were afraid of Canada. Abra- 
ham Lineoin and Ulyses 8. Grant were not 
suspected of lack of patriotism yet they fa- 
vered reciprocity. Tlere were some things in 
the bill he did not like. He had known of an 
inslustry that had been able to make $60,000,- 
000 dividends on a capital of $1,250,000. 
Protection; why the country could, in such 
eases, better alford to keep these men in the 
Fiith Avenue hotel and pay their board and 
expenses and set them up in the banking busi- 
ness. He favored proper protection, but these 
men held the world in their grasp. When he 
Said that le did not favor that kind of protec- 
tion he was told: ‘‘You are not sound on the 
tariff.” The time is come when some little 
concern shouid be shown to American homes 
and American firesides. The great 
body of employes in this country 
was foreign, and in some great factories in tiie 
east they were known on the rosters by num- 
bers, because of the unfamiliarity of their 
names. He didnot believe it vas wise or pru- 
dent to make such a sweeping reduction in 
sugar tobe supplanted by bounty. In conclu- 
sion he said that. the gentlemen were very 
much nustaken if they thought that the great- 
est dcsire of lis heart was not to pass a bill 
refiecting in the highest degree the protective 
system. What he wanted to avoid were such 
features as he had pointed out inethis bill. 
There was such a thing as paying too much 
for an industry. Sach was the case with tin- 
plate. The duty would be a tax on every 
farmer’s patch, on every can of goods. Tirat 
tax would amount to fifty million dollars be- 
fore the mannfacturers of tin-plate could de- 
clarea dividend. He was anxious that his 
party should not take a false step. He did not 
expect to participate much in the deliberations 
of the house hereafier. He.was quite as ready 
to go outas his democratic friends were anxious 
to gevrid of him. when they . gerrymandered 
him ont. He was already out before tliey took 
that action. : 

After brief speeches by Mr. Hatch, of Mis- 
souri, and Mr. Dingley, of Maine, Mr. Mc- 
Millin’s amendment was rejected. Mr. Nid- 
ringhaus, of Missouri, moved to amend by 
reducing the duty on refined borax from five to 
three cents per pound and argued that the 
borax syndicate in this country was protected 
to the extent of four hundred ner cent. 

Mr. Morrow, of California, submitted that it 
caine with bad grace from a gentleman who 
was protected in his own business, not by 
patent only, but alsobya duty of forty-five 
percent, to seek to cut down the protection on 
another article. 

WANAMAKER PROTECTED. 
what he singled out as excessive duties, laying 
stress on the duty on ready-made clothing, 
which he held was in the interest of Post- 
master-General Wanamaker. You tickle me 
and I will tickle you. You ‘legislate in my 
favor and I will put up campaign funds—that 
was the explanation of many, many of these 
lfigh duties. Mr. Nidringhaus’s amendment 
was rejected. Yeas, 61, nays, 81 

Mr. McMillin made an unsuccessful effort to 
reduce the duty on gelatine, glue and isinglass, 
which was followed by an equally futile effort 
onthe part of Mr. McAdoo, of New York, to 
have poppy-seed oil placed on the free list. 

Mr. Biggs, of California, offered an amend- 
ment increasing the duty on olive oil from 
thirty-five to fiifty cents per gallon. He advo- 
cated proteetion of the olive oil industry in the 
interest of pure olive oil. He wasa good dem- 
ecrat, but he was not hide-bound. His party 
Was d te-his-amondment, but. be, as an 
independent American cftizen, advocated the 
proposition. The amendment was rejected. 

Various other amendments were offered, but 
were rejected, and after considering thirteen of 
the 156 pages of the bill, the comunittee rose, 
and the house, at 5:45, adjourned until tomor- 
row at 11 o’clock. 


A 675,000 FIRE. 


Two Depots, Three Warehouses and Four 
Cars of Freight Destroyed by the Flames. 


PHILADELPHIA, Tenn., May 12—[Special.]— 
All of the Lenoir Manufacturing company’s 
warehouses andthe depots at Lenoir’s were 
completely destroyed by fire. The warehonses 
and depots contained a vast amount of grain, 
jiour and cotton, none of which was saved. 
Four car-loads of flour, standing on the track, 
were also burned. The company also carried 
a large stock of goods, which was also lost. 
The only thing saved from the fire was a few 
goods froin the store. The fire originated from 
the spark of a passing railroad engine, which 
fell on the roof of the house. 

The loss cannot be fully estimated, but it is 
supposed it will not be less than $75,000; fully 
insured. 

Dr. G. M. Burdett, treasurer of the Lenoir 
Manufacturing company, had just gone to 
Knoxville on the merning of the fire-to re- 
new the insurance policy on the company’s 
property, and when he returned to Lenoir’s he 
found everything im ashes. 

The company had just closed a_ trade 
with a large syndicate about three weeks 
since, including 3,600 acres of land and all .the 
buildings of the Lenoir Manufacturing com- 
pany, and they are now laying off town lots 
and preparing to build a large city with large 
manufactories. So the town will soon be re- 
built, and will be named Lenoir City. 


THE MARY ELLEN CAPSIZED 


And Two of Her Crew Drowned—Suffering 
of the Survivors. 

Moniie, Ala., May 13.—The Appalachicola 
Times of the 10th tells of the loss of the 
schooner, Mary Ellen, which sailed from Mo- 
bile for Bonacca on April 20th. The following 
Saturday, May 3d, a terrible squall capsized the 
vessel instantly, and two out of nine of the crew 
below at the time,were drowned. Thecaptain 
and three of the crew managed to get into a 
yaw! beat and hoist a piece of sai]. They ran 
before the wind 150 miles, and having no food 
or water, their sufferings became intense. 
During the day they sighted a brig, but it 
passed them by at close range, no one seeing 
them. Motiday evening they reached St. 
George’s island, off Appalachicola, and got 
water by digging in the sand. They remained 
until Wednesday, when the sea subsided so 
they could launch their boat. 

They reached Cape St. George light-house 
the same afternoon, where they first tasted 
food since the wreck. The Mary Ellen was a 
schooner of seventy tons, owned by Jason Gil- 
lette, of Mobile, and had a light outward cargo 
of lumber and general merchandise. 


A Locomotive Boiler Explodes. 

SHAmoxKin, Pa., May 13.—By the explosion 
of the boilér of a locomotive on the Roading 
railroad this morning, Engineer Herman 
Hoglegonz and Fireman Charles Kauffman 
‘were instantly killed, ‘and Conductor George 
Yeager was probably fatally injured. The 
engine was drawing a heavy train when the 
engineer noticed the boiler leaking. It ex 
ploded before means could be taken to pre- 
vent it. Conductor Yeager was riding-in the 
ongine cab. 


The Train Left the Track. 

Sr. Louis, May 13.—The new St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Colorado railroad was the 
scene of a fatal wreck yesterday. A mixed 
construction train started for Clayton, and 
just before reaching town tho engine and five 
cars left thetrack. Ricard Jones, engineer, 
and Richard Shellcraft, conductor, were killed, 
and Arnold Gartield, fireman, fatally injured. 
The engine and cars were reduced to scrap 
iron, Thirty men had a narrow escape by 
jumping. -

‘ALLIANCE LEADERS 


GIVING THEIR VIEWS 
UPON THE SUB-TREASURY BILL 


The Fears of Some Timid  Politi- 
cians in Congress That the 


ALLIANCE MAY THROW THEM. 


But the Alliance Is Able to Take 
Care of Itself. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—[Special.]—Repre- 
sentatives of the Farmers’ allianee from many 
parts of the country are here right now to be 
heard before the house ways and means com- 
mittee on the subject of the sub«treasury bill. 

COLONEL LIVINGSTON WILL TALK. 

The time given them by the committee this 
morning was so short that Dr. Maccune did 
not finish reading his prepared speech. To- 
inorrow, however, a long hearing will be 
granted, and Colonel Livingston, of Georgia, 
will be heard. The presence of all these men 
here has given rise to much political discussion. 
However, Colonel Livingsten and, indeed, all 
the aliiance leaders say that the alliance is 
solely outside of politics. 

THE SITUATION IN GEORGIA. 

Speaking of the political situation in 
Georgia, a Georgian said today: 

“JT understand that there isa movement on 
foot in Georgia to bring ont an 
alliance candidate against -nearly ail 
the Georgia congressmen. I do not 
believe all the candidates haye yet been 
chosen, but here are some who are now men- 
tioned as alliance candidates pure and simple, 
men who will have thesupport of the alliance, 
and men whom they expect to elect. 

“Against Mr. Grimes, Henry R. Harris will 
probably be the alliance candidate. 

“Tt looks like W. L. Peek or Colonel Liv- 
ingston will come out against Judge Stewart. 

“Then Bob Nisbit, of Macon, is going to 
cross swords with Mr. Blount. 

‘Felix Corput is training to down Mr. 
Gfements. 

‘The alliancemen claim that Tom Watson 
has practically won the race in the tenth over 
Judge Barnes. 

“Then Smith, they say, will float gracefully 
in the race in the eighth, and win hands down 
over all the candidates who are now after the 
seat which Mr. Carlton leaves with the expira- 
tion of this congress. 

“Tn the ninth, I understand, Winn,of Gwin- 
nett, will be allianceman. 

“Judge Crisp, Mr. Turner and Colone! Lester 
seem to be safe from any organized opposition 
on the part of the alliance. This is, however, 
only my opinion of the situation,’’¢Zadded the 
Georgian, ‘‘I do not vouch for its correctness, 
but it does look this way to all of us.”’ 

THE PRESENT DELEGATES. 

The above might be correct, and then it 
might not. However, as it now stands 
Georgia has a remarkably 
good delegation. No state delegation stands 
higher, and it has been the experience with 
all states that when once a good delegation is 
selected, it is best to holdontoit. E. W. B. 


THE FARMERS SPEAK. 


Dr. Macune Before the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—A delegation rep- 
resenting the Farmers’ alliance appeared be- 
fore the ways and means committee this morn- 
ing to advocate the passage of the bill to 
create sub-treasuries in different parts of the 
country for the reception of staple crops pro- 
duced by farmers. The spokesman was Dr. 
C. W. Macune, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the alliance, and editor of the 
National Economist, a paper devoted to the 
objects of the organization. 

The others present were Alonzo Wardell, 
of South Dakota; Benjamin Terrell, of Texas, 
national lecturer; L. F. Livingston, president 
Georgia state alliance; R. M. Humphrey, gen- 
eral superintendent colored alliance, and J. J. 
Rogers, of the Virginia state alliance. 

. In addition there was present a number of 
members of congress, principally from the 
southern states. 

DR. MACUNE’S ADDRESS. 

Dr. Macune began his address by describ- 
ing the depressed state of agriculture which, 
he said, was the prime cause of the trouble in 
other pursuits. If the existing conditions con- 
tinued, he warned the committee that labor 
would become desperate and a great revolution 
would ensue. History showed that wealth had 
always lacked intelligence to meet in time the 
necessities of labor, and on its part labor had 
never adopted the proper means to remedy the 
faults it complained of. The objects of the 
farmers’ alliance was mental, social* and 
financial improvement. Republicans in the 
north and the democrats in the south were 
working in the same direction, and the result 
had been to place shoulder to shoulder, black 
and white, who were engaged in the cultiva- 
tion of the soil. The harmony 6f the purpose 
characterized the concerted efforts of the 
alliance and the prejudices of generations had 
been sunkin the pursuit of the common wealth. 

A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

At the St.Louis convention 2,000,000 farmers 
had been represented, and they had proposed 
the remedy set out in the bill as the first step 
in the right direction. If it was rudely framed 
and the idea indistinctly expressed, they relied 
upon the wisdom of the committee to give it 
the proper form, but they believed they had 
found a remedy for their ills. 

The farmers asked no favors .and no‘class 
They were now suffering from 
the latter. They did not ask the enactment of 
any tinconstitutional measure, but as a great 
debtor class, as men-who had gone out in the 
westafter the war and laid the«soil undér 
contribation with borrowed money, they pro- 
testod against the contraction of the currency 
atatime when their debts become due, and 
asked that the conditions be testored to what 
they were when’ tho money was borrowed. 
They asked es cee 

The committee adjourned at this point, and 
Dr. Macune will continue his argument to- 
morrow. 


THE FREE COINAGE OF SILVER 


Takes the Time and Attention of the Senate 
Yesterday 

WASHINGTON May 13.—” , the senate Mr.

The senate at 1 p: m., resumed consideration 
of the silver.bil]l, and Mr. Jones, of Nevada, 
concluded the speech begun. by him yesterday. 
“TI predict, Mr. President,” he said, ‘‘that 
the restoration of silver to its birthright will 
mark an-epoch in the history of this republic 
It will place in circulation an amount of money 
commensurate with our increasing population. 


- It will give assurance to our languishing in- 


dustries that the volume of our circulating me- 
ditt is not to continue shrinking and that the 


‘tendency of prices shall no longer be down- 
ward. 


t will increase the wages of labor and 
the prices of the products of labor. It will re- 
duce the price of bonds .and other forms of 
money futures. It will lighten, but not ineq- 
uitably, the burden of mortgages; it will in-.’ 
créase large:y, though not unjustly, the debt- 
paying and tax-paying power of the people. 
It will loosen the yrasp of the creditor from the 
neck of the debtor. By the remonetization of 
silver, money will cease to be the object of 
commerce, and willagain become its beneficent 
instrument. Activity will replace stagnation ; 
movement will supplant inertia; courage will 
banish fear; confidence will dispel doubt ; hope 
willsupersede despair. The lifting up} of sil- 
ver to its rightful place by the side of gold will 
set in motion al! the latent energies of the peo- 
ples It will banish involuntary idleness, by 
putting every willing man to work. It. will 
revive business, and reanimate the heart and 
hope of the masses. Capital, no longer fearing 
a fall in prices, will turn into productive ave- 
nues. eards of money, lying idle in bank 
vanits, will come out to bless and enrich alike 
their owners and the community at large; 
while millions of dollars now invested at low 
interest in giltedged securities will 
seek wore fotitable investment in 
the busy field of industry, where they 
will be utilized in the payment of avages 
and the consequent dissemin&tion of comfort 
and happiness among the people, and this it 
will accomplish, not for the United States 
alone, but for civilization. For it is net too 
much tosay, Mr. President, that upon the 
decision of this question depend consequences 
more momentous than- upon that of any other 
question of public policy within the memory 
of-this question. ta a broader sense than any 
other question attracting the general attention 
ef mankind, is the question of civilization. It 
embodies the hopes and aspirations of our 
race. An act of congress which shall happily 
solve it will constitute a decree of emancipa- 
tion as veritable as any that ever freed serf 
from thraldom, but more thiversal in its ap- 
plication. It will proclaim the freedom of thé 
white racé the world over; it will lift the 
bowed head of labor: it will hush threnody. of 
toil. ‘It will imaugurate true renaissance, re- 
haissance.of prosperity, without which indus- 
try, learning, science, literature ‘and art are 
but apples of Sodom.”’ 

Mr. Jones concluded his speech at 3:15, hav- 
ing occupied in all five and a quarter hours. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, next addressed the 
senate in ciitiecism of the pending bill. 

The silver question, he said, was one of the 
greatest importance. Its magnitude could be 
searcely over estimated; yet, just now, its 
greatest importance came from political con- 
siderations. The full remonetization of silver 
would naturally produce two results. 1t would 
inerease the value of silver bullion and would 
greatly increase the volume of money and of 
connnodities, and result in the general revival 
of business. The mere increase of the butlion 
value of silver was ofno interest to anybody 
except mine owners. The public would re- 
ceive no __— benefit from it, and 
cared nothing about it. Yet that 
the purpose of the. pending 
Sill.» Its only other purpose was the absolute 
demonetization ef silver. The purchase of 
four and one-half millions worth of silver per 
month would consume the world’s surplus of 
Silver. If so, bullion would rise rapidly in 
value after the passage of the act, and might 
soon reach a point at which the government 
would, under the operation of the law, be re- 
quired to suspend its purchase. What, then, 
would be the condition? Silver bullion would 
remain at that price, because the moment it 
fell a shade below one dollar for 371} grains of 
pure silver, the government again became a 

yurchaser, and the price went up again. 
Vhile it remained up, the government could 
buy no silver, and there would not be one 
dollar coined. The net result would be a 
great increase in value of silver bullion, asa 
commodity simply; but its demonetization 
would be complete and absolute. The bill as 
it stood should never become a law, but should 
be amended by making it provide, at least, for 
the unlimited coinage of silver, whenever the 
price reached a point at which the government 
ceased to bea purchaser. This was an abso- 
lute necessity when the purpose was to destroy 


silveras money. Those who would vote for 


the bill as it stood, certainly intended the 
demonetization of silver, and might as well 
avow it. While striking the fatal blow at the 
interest of a great body of people, .they in- 
tended only to benefit the sellers of silver bul- 
lion by increasing its price. The deliberate 
purpose to discredit bifver treasury notes, by 
refusing tomake them legal tender, suggests 
further that the real purpose had in view by 
the republican party was that which he had 
indicated. He was in favor of the issue of 
certificates for the command of bullion, and 
of conferring upon them qualities of legal 
tender as broadly and completely as it was 
conferred upon the coins which they repre- 
sented. 

Mr. Mcpherson asked Mr. Jones whether he 
asserted broadly and boldly that, with the free 
coinage of silver, gold would not be driven 
out of the country toa greater extent than a 
dollar of gold for every additional dollar of 
silver? 

Mr. Jones—‘‘Absolnutely.’’ 

Mr. Harris, member of the finance commit- 
tee, said that the minority of that committee 
had, when the bill was under consideration, 
favored, and still favored, the absolute free 
coinage of silver. But the question with that 
minority, of which he was one, had narrowed 
itself down to the point of wee hay the pend- 
ing measure in lieu of the existing law, under 
which only two millions of silver dollars were 
coined monthly.

Fields 


SHOWS GREAT PROGRESS 


More Legislation in Regard to 
the Kind Words Series. 


Fort Wortn, Texas, May 13.—[Spegial.}— 
Last night’s session was a general mass-meet- 
ing, devoted to the discussion of foreign mis- 
sions and the best methods to promote the 
work.

Knoxville, who 
read the report on ‘‘Papal Fields,’’ addressed 
the house again, and made a brilliant effort, 
which again resulted in‘a collection being taken 
up for the purpose of the erection of a house of 
worship in Zacatecas, Mexico. 

The. report of the committee on ‘Papal

Tichenor stated that the subscription-books 
and mailing lists in the hands of the present 
publishers were the property of the Southern 
Baptist convention.

THE METHODISTS. 


Report of the Committee on Episcopacy— 
A Bishop for the Pacific Coast. 

Str. Louis, May 13.—In the general confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, today, George W. Walker, president of 
the Paine institute, at Augusta, Ga., sub- 
mitted areport. The institute is for the ben- 
efit of the colored Methodist Episcopal church. 
The session, to close in June, has been the 
most successful one since the school was estab- 
lished. Thirty-five young men are preparing 
for the ministry, and there are 984 pupils, all 
told, in this school. 

George W. F. Price, president of Nashville 
college for young ladies, made a report. ‘The 
college continues in the same line of prosper- 
ity as heretofore. 

The committee on episcopacy reported that 
it had examined the members of the college 
of bishops as to their work and character, and 
had approved of themall. The committee aiso 
recommended that a bishop be assigned to re- 
side on the Pacific coast. 

The committee on Sunday-schools recom- 
mended non-concurrence in the memorial ask- 
ing that churches separately be allowed to 
name a day for children’s day. 

The committee on commissions recom- 
mended non-coneturrence in the memorial for 
the ordination of deaconegsses. 

A resolution was introduced asking that a 
plan be devised for reaching the poorer labor- 
ing classes in the large cities with religious in- 
struction. 

Several strong anti-liquor traffic resolutions 
wéreintroduced and referred,and a resolution to 
change the basis of representation in the gene- 
ral conference from one in thirty-four to one in 
forty-two was offered. 

Dr. Hunt, of the American Bible society, 
made an address to the conference. After a 
long discussion it was decided to print parts of 
the ritual in the hymn-books.* 

The convention adjourned. 
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THE PRESBYTERIES’ VOTE. 


The Independent Has Returns From All 
Bat Five of Them. 

New York, May 13. -The Independent, of 
this week publishes returns from all but five 
of the presbyteries of the Presbyterian church, 
showing that 133 voted for revision, sixty-nine 
against revision, andsix have declined to vote. 


+ Most of the presbyteries not heard from are 


foreign. Two thousand three hundred and 
thirty-two ministers and elders have voted 
against revision, and 3,334 ministers and elders 
have voted for revision. Twenty-seven of the 
presbyteries cast a unanimous vote—twelve 
against and fifteen for revision. The largest 
majority either for or against revision 
was given by the presbytery of Huntington, 
Pa., the vote being two for revision and sev- 
enty-one against. New York, which cast the 
est vote, gave sixty-four for revision and 
fifteen against, a majority of forty-nine, which 
is exactly what the presbytery of Brooklyn 
gave on the same side. All of the Pennsylva- 
nia presbyteries, save Erie, Lackawanna and 
Northumberland, voted against revision. Most 
of the presbyteries of New York voted for re- 
vision. Many of thé southern presbyteries, 
composed chiefly of negroes, voted solidiy 
against revision, as did also the presbyteries of 
California.

Harry Shell was killed by his half brother, 
Charlie Shell.

Chariie then ran down the railroad a short 
distance, pursued by his brother, for about 
twenty-five yards, when his brother fell. Sev- 
eral spectators went to him, bat, on their ar- 
rival, found him dead. Charlie then attempted 
to escape, but was pursued, captured and 
taken to the jail in Laurens. The difficulty was 
caused by Harry Shell’s fondness for his 
brother’s wife, who was with him when he 
was struck.

An Exciting Election, With But Little De- 
monstration—Prayer and Hymns the 
Weapons of the Prohibitionists. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., May 13.—[Special.]—

So ends the prohibition contest in Baldwin. 

The scenes around the polls today will long 
be remembered here. A steady stream of 
veters passed by the polls, shed their ballots 
without interruption and went their way. The 
upper story of the court-house, just over the 
polls, was filled with ladies and gentlemen, 
who furnished sacred music without cessation 
for twelve hours. Sweet strains floated out 
through the clear air as the voters cast 
their votes and followed a bailiff’s injunction, 
**Pass on, pass on.” 

The tactics adopted through the campaign 
by both parties were original in the extreme. 

THE TACTICS USED. 

It seems that wire-pulling and strategy was 
the line of action with both, and work was 
kept up until the last minute. Three or four big 
barbecues are reported today from different 
parts of the county, given by one side to keep 
their opponents from the polls. It is under- 
stood that the prohibitionists had considerable 
support from the liquor dealers of adjoining 
counties. Their business ig pretty well Kept 
up by the trafiic of this county, and it was to 
their interest that Baldwin’s hotel ‘‘go dry.” 

The women of the city have been stirred up 
since yesterday morning, and prayer-meetings 
were held all night long last night, and sing- 
gng service at the court-house all day today. 

The prohibitionists will contest the election 
onthe ground that more than seventy-five 
illegal votes were cast ‘‘for the sale.” If they 
fail in their contest, the county commissioners 
will fix the county tax at $10,000, which means 
no bar-rooms. 

Tie sma!'est vote was cast today ever known 
On a question of such interest. 

A FATAL AFFRAY. 

Just afew minutes before the polls closed 
his evening, a fight, ending in the murder of a 
white man by a negro, marred the most har- 
monious election held here in years. In view 
of the fact that the wounded man could not 
make a statement, and there,were no eyc-wit- 
nesses to the affray, nothing definite can be 
given more than the most probable facts, based 
on whatthe negro says. The name of the 
white man is William Lingold, known in his 
neighborhood as ‘Bell Tap,’’ from the fact 
that he carried an iron tap with himasa means 
of defense in cases of emergency. The 
negro’s name is Spence Moore, and his state- 
ment is to the effect that Lingold was taunt- 
ing him about being a prohibitionist, and, he 
added, with an epithet too vile for print, that 
it was just such scoundrels that carried the 
county dry. The negro replied that he was as 
good as Lingold, and that he had more 
principle. Lingold left and returned in a few 
minutes with a jug of whisky, and renewed 

the fuss. : 

THE RESULT. 

A few epithets were exchanged, and Lin- 
gold pulled out his knife and cut a terrible 
gash across the negro’s hand, severing the 
Jeaders. The negro returned the assault, 
stabuing him in the left side, just above the 
hip. Lingold was taken to Hines’s store, 
about a half block away, and can live only a 
short while. The negro was arrested by Mr. 
Joe Tucker, on the outer edge of the city, and 
was placed in jail to await investigation. 
Pop-skull whisky from some of the “blind 
tigers’ seems to be the real cause of the 
tragedy. Some apprehension was. enter- 
tained as, to the negro’s safety from 
the hands of Lingold’s friends, so a 
picket from the Baidwin Blues will guard 
the jail tonight. Lingold was living 
at 9 o’cleck tonight, but in a hopeless condi- 
tion, while his slayer was under bond at the 
jail.

{ A DESPERATE NEGRO 


SETS TO WORK TO CARVE ALL HE 
MEETS. 


He First Dissects a Boy and Then Makes 
Twelve Slashes Into a Fifty-Year-Old 
_Woman—News Around Macon. 


Macon, Ga., May 13.—[{Special.]—A terrible 
and bloody affair happened today between 1 
and 2 o’clock, near Riverside cemetery, in 
which Ed Day, a young negro man, a painter, 
was the assailant, His assault was so desperate 
and murderous, that it is supposed he was in- 
flamed with liquor. 

Day first attacked a negro boy named John 
Brown and severely cut him three timesin the 
face and on the head. One of the cuts is very 
serious. 

Day left the boy dripping in blood and turned 
his attention to a negro woman, Anna Powell, 
aged about fifty years and the mother of young 
twins. She ran when Day approached her,but 
he pursued and caught her by the back of the 
dress and commenced to slash right and left. 
He cut her in twelve different 
places in the back, neck and on the head. 
One of the gashes on the back of the head was 
deep and wide, and Dr. Gibson, the attending 
surgeon, had to take out a piece of the skull. 
It is apprehended that she will have paralysis 
from one of the wounds in the neck. After 
Day had slashed her to his heart’s content, he 
let her drop to the earth, weltering in her 
blood. 

Day then started towards another negro 
woman near by, andexclaimed;: “G—d d—n 
you, I will kill you, too.” 

The woman mage up an ax, and raising it 
above her head, cried out: ‘* Well, come~on, 
and I will split your skull open.”’ 

Day wasfnot too drunk to know what that 
meant, so he retraced his steps, and ran rap- 
idly away, to escape, slashing at every one 
who appeared in his path. 

The cries of the wounded negroes soon col- 
lected a large crowd, and intense excitement 
prevailed in the neighborhood. The police 
were summoned, but as the scene of carnage 
was in the far northern part of the city, near 
the city line, Day had escaped ere the arrival 
of the officers. His victims are still alive. gs

A Thorough Test Places Atlanta’s Office 
Ahead of All in the South Except 
New Orleans and Richmond, 


If the financial success of the postoffice 
counts for aught as emblematic of the general 
growth and increased wealth of Atlanta, 
surely the city is moving onward in this direc- 
tion with truly wonderful strides. 

The postoffice authorities have made ous a 
complete statement of the financial business of 
the office for the year ending December 3lst, 
1859, and the figures are interesting in the ex- 
treme. 

They speak volumes for Atlanta. 

During the year the following are some of 
the receipts that were mado in the office: 
lor stamps and stamped envelopes. ....$137,235.17 
Newspaper and periodical postage 16,748.71 
Box rents 1,996.50 
Drafts on postimasters................. -- 98,761.65 

The total receipts of postal funds including 
balances on deposits, waste paper, packing, 
etc., amounted to $199,667,36.

The general summary of the business shows 
that the aggregate of transaction during the 
year was $2,287 ,855.53. 

The Work of a Week. 

On May Sth the postmaster-general gave in- 
structions tothe offices all over the country 
to count the number of pieces 
of mail sent ont by them, 
and in other ways to keep a detailed account 
of the business lasnnacted for one week. The 
week began at 6 a. m. on the Sth instant, and 
ended at 6 a. m. on the 12th instant. 

During that time, it is interesting to note 
that the out-going mails at the At- 
lanta oftice carried 169,811 letters, 
weighing 1,478 pounds and 7 ounces, the post- 
age on which amounted to $1,556.14. There 
were 16,396 local letters mailed that weighed 
254 pounds and paid the government $344.65. 
The outgoing sealed packages numbered 28, 
weighed 9 pounds and 1 ounce and paid $1.32 
postage. There were 43,206 postal cards 
sent out, weighing 126 pounds, § and 
p«ing $422.06 postage, while the 
local postal cards amounted to 12,443, weighed 
sixty-six pounds nine ounces and paid $124.43. 
There were 1,712 pieces of weekly papers sent 
by local dolivery,weighing 195 pounds and pay- 
ing $1.95 postage. The periodicals and papers 
under two ounces sent out amounted to 439, 
weighed fifty-six pounds and paid $4.39, while 
those exceeding two ounces amounted to 826, 
weighed 173 pounds three ounces and paid 
$16.50 postage. 

Of transient newspapers there were 6,511 
pieces,, weighing 1,230 pounds and pay- 
ing $94.20 postage. Of third class, all 
printed matter except publications, there 
were 683,753 pieces, weighing 5,429 pounds 
and paying $1,045.13 revenue; the 
third class, for local delivery, amounted to 
5,560 pieces, weighing 177 pounds,and 40 ounces ; 
paid postage to the amount of $58.57. Seeds, 
bulbs, etc., amounted to 112 pieces, weighing 
18 pounds, 10 ounces, and paying $2.64. 

Fourth-ciass matter, consisting of merchan- 
dise sent ont, amounted to 4,068 pieces that 
weighed 1,128 pounds and 13 ounces, witha 
reyenne of $262.25, while the local delivery 
went to 51 pieces, 8 pounds, and $1.25 revenue 
to the government. 

There were 743 foreign letters mailed, 
weighing 25 pounds, and paying $39.16 postage ; 
other foreign matter, 228 pieces, 21 pounds, 
and $2.83 postage. Of postoftice official mat- 
ter there were 9,144 letters that weighed 205 
pounds, 7 ounces, and 627 packages, 
weighing 728 pounds, 11 ounces; other 
ofticial matter amounted to 2,062 
letters of 77 pounds and 10 ounces, 
With 236 packages, weighing twentv-eight 
pounds. Tie amount of due postage collected 
was $25.81, and the special delivery stamp 
fees were 36.70, The registry fees amounted 
to $16.40; official matter registered, thirty-six 
pieces, of which eleven were paid for, amount- 
ing to $1.10. 

Second-class matter amounted to 84,579 
pieces. The total weight of second-class mat- 
ter for Atianta during the week amounted to 
43,628 pounds.

the country Atianta stands second to no post- 
oftice in the entire sonth, with the exception of 
New Orleans and Richmond.

Engrett, who was knocked off 
the train at Broad Street bridge and killed on 
November 20th, 1889, She claims that she is 
a widow, and that her son wes earning $55 a 
mouth at the time of his death. 

J. H. Achey brings suitagainst the 
Fultou County Street — company 
for $15,000 damayes. He claims

a car by a post place:l too near the track, and 
badly broken up, on January 19th, 1890. 

R. L. Glenn, of North Carolina, brings suit, 
as administrator on the estate of Thomas L.

C. Lea, a prominent republican of 
Pennsylvania, has had something to do with 
the course the president is said to be pur- 
suing. Itis said that he recently asked 
Quay for an explanation of the damaging 
charges made against him in the news- 
papers. The explanation, however, was not 
forthcoming. All that Quay could pre- 
sent in his own defense was the fact 
that the people of Pennsylvania had elected 
him secretary of state and then senator 
after he had been treasurer, thus: showing 
that they did not believe in the charges 
made against him, 

Quay and Lis friends thought that this 
statement would be sufficient under the cir- 
cumstances—the circumstances being that 
Quay’s services inthe last campaign were 
invaluable, and that they cannot be dispensed 
with in the campaign to come. Naturally, 
therefore, the ‘‘boss’’ has been holding his 
head pretty high. He imagined himself so 
deeply grounded in the esteem of his brother 
corruptionists, and so necessary to the success 
of the party of fraud, that he has not worried 
himself over charges that he could not deny. 
He has supposed that his knavery would 
commend him to those who believe that re- 
publican success, by fair means or foul, is 
necessary to the well-being of the looters. 

But now comes the news that Quay is in 
trouble. The administration appears to be 
more particular than the Pennsylvania re- 
publicans. It was thought Mr. Harrison 
would not insist On the retirement of Quay, 
and, rather than make an open fight, 
would leave the boss in possession of the 
field. But the president has his bristles up, 
and as soon as Quay discovered this, he hur- 
riedly postponed the meeting of the national 
republican committee, which Was to have 
been held yesterday. 

The question now is, can Mr. Harrison 
compel Quay to retire? If he is driven out, 
he is disgraced; if he remains the chairman 
of the‘national committee, the party .is dis- 
graced—if corruption can be said to be sub- 
ject to disgrace.

He has written 
novels that will live in our literature. His latest 
romance, to be published Jy Bonaventure, 
of New York, about the first of 
June, will be entitled, “Mrs. Reyndids 
and Hamilton.” It will deal with Alexarié@er 
Hamilton and Mrs. Reynolds, a fair lobbyist. dur- 
ing the administration of Washington. When 
Hamilton retired to private life he publisheda 
pamphlet, in which he made a conféssion of his 
adventure with the lady. His enemies, pursu- 
ing him after he had retired from office, 
accused him of having paid $1,100 to oné James 
Reynolds to speculate for Hamilton in the public 
stocks. They supposed that Hamilton would rest 
under this imputation rather than explain why 
he paid Reynolds so much money, but they mis- 
calcu'ated upon the man. He faced his wife and 
the world, and gave correspondence to show that 
the money had been “extorted from me as the 
cost of a guilty intrigne with the wife of Rey- 
nolds.” Although Hamilton did not spare himself 
in this publication, his sons unwisely emphasized 
his confession by omitting it from his collected 
writings, and seeking to buy up and suppress 
the few copies which had remained over to the 
nineteenth century. In the late republication of 
Hamilton’s works Mr. H. Cabot Lodge has in- 
cluded the pamphlet entire. Mr. Townsend has 
accomplished the picturesque restoration of Maria 
Reynolds and drawn an exquisite picture of the 
first administration, assembling around Dr. 
Priestley, the exile to America and the discoverer 
of oxygen, all the principal figures of Hamilton’s 
intrigue. The heroine of his book is the daughter- 
in-law of Dr. Priestley, who, fathoming the 
anxiety and distress of Hamilton, and suspecting 
the character of the beautiful Mrs. Reynolds, acts 
as the confessor of the tempted husband to his 
wife and foils the malice of the conspirators, who 
had hoped to destroy Hamilton’s domestic happi- 
ness. In this romance are beautiful scenés in 
Pennsylvania during the campaign of the army 
against the whisky insurrection. Monticello is 
exposed to thelight of day. Monroe and Aaron 
Burr are revealed by the jpracticed pen of an elec- 
trician. The domestic home of Hamilton and of 
his wife’s family at Albany and Saratoga is made 
visible.as wpon the stage of a theatre. The court 
life in Philadelphia at Mrs. Bingham’s is set in 
contrast to the philosopher’s sylvan repose at 
Northumberland. Washington is presented as he 
was,the human being and firm friend of his 
young financier. A strong physical chord of 
events runs through this athletic and pathetic 
tale.

The Money That J. R. Tolleson Is Chargeg 
With Having in His Possession 
When His Bank Went Under. 


Judge Clarke’s anticipated amendment tg 
his order committing J. R. Tolleson to jail fog 
contempt, has been filed. 

The amendment went into the clerk’s ofticg 
of the court yesterday morning at 10 o’ciock. 

It was completed by the judge late Mcnday 
evening. 

The amendment was ordered by a recent dee 
cision of the supreme court, the details of 
which have been kept fully before the people 
by Tue ConstTITurTion. 

But the paper speaks foritself. Here it is: 

The judgment of this court in the case of J. Ry 
Tolleson vs. the People’s Saving bank, having been 
affirmed by the supreme court of this state, ang 
the judgment of that cottrt having been made the 
judgment pf this court, and the supreme court 
having in Such judgment directed that an order 
dated January 2%, 1589, in the case first above 
stated, committing the said Tolleson to 
the jail of Fulton county till he shoul@ 
comply with an order previously passe@ 
with respect to the delivery of the assets of the 
defendant corporation to the reeviver appointed 
for the same, shou'd be amended by the judge “by 
inserting therein the amount and character of the 
assets whichat the hearing of the roll he foung 
Tolleson had in his posscssion, power or control,” > 

It is now ordered, upon a review of the cvidenee 
submitted on said hearing that the said order of 
January 2Xth, 1889, be amended by adding thereto 
the following: 

Said assets round in “the possession, power of 
control’’ of said Tolleson being in amount the 
sum of $21,750.19, and being in character as tole 
lows: Cashand commercial paper received by 
the defendant corporation fer these banks, toe 
wit: For the Citizens’ National bank of Louise 
ville, Ky., $16,235.83; for the Fourth National 
bank, of Louisville, Ky., $2,.07.57; tor the Prairte 
State National bank, of Chicago, $1,807.05; and 
the People’s Savings bank, of Mobile, Ala.. $276.743 
also one six per cent bond of the state of Alabama 
for $500 bought of the last named bank, or the 
proceeds of such bond in some other forin.

Monday he bought a handsome bouquet and 
brought it to the shop for her.

ABOUT THE CAPITOL. 


Governor Gordon was busily engaged yes- 
terday, together with Attorney-General An- 
derson, in listening to argument in the John 
Conley case. 

Coionel Rube Arnold and Solicitor Frank 
O’ Bryan were on hand to oppose interference 
in the sentence of the court. 

Hon. Pike Hill, representing Mr. Conley, 
urged executive clemency. 

No decision has been reached by the gover- 
nor, and it may be several days yet before the 
matter is finally acted upon. 


The military advisory board meets in Au- 
gusta, this forenoon, at 100’clock. Adjutant- 
General Kell left last night. 

The main business before the board will be 
the arranging of details for the encampment. 

All that is settled so far is that the troops 
will go into camp on the third Monday 
in June. If the appropriation is suf- 
ficient for one week only, then 
the camp breaks up on the following Satur- 
day. The camps will be pitched either at the 
old fair grounds, or out near the government 
arsenal; preferably at the latter place if per- 
mission can be obtained from the govern- 
ment. 

About one thousand men are expected to be 
in camp. 

It is hardly probable that the board will find 
time to attend to any other business, though 
Captain Kell carried with him the inspection 
reports of all companies in the state. Only 
one company is reported to be disbanded. The 
adjudant-general says that the inspecters have 
been very rigid indeed and show a fine condi- 
tion of discipline amongst the militia—that 
the troops are in better condition today than 
ever before in the history of the state, 

The appropriation made by the last legisla- 
ture, forthe encampment, is the first ever 
made by the state of Georgia. The encour- 
agement has had a most salutary moral effect. 
The militia are beginning to feel that they are 
really a state institution, and that they are not 
altcgether forgotten. They appreciate it, too. 
The encampment promises to be a great success. 


Commissioner Henderson was absent yester- 
day to attend the meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of the experiment station. 

Chancellor W. E. Boggs, of the State uni- 
versity, and Professor H. C. White, state 
chemist, passed through Atlanta on the same 
errand. 


A new letter-head has been preparéd for the 
executive department. The envelope has a 
picture of the new capitol, from the photo- 
graph taken from the top of the Girls’ High 
school. It’sa very neat and very pretty de- 
sign. 

Judge Nisbet, secretary of the executive de- 
partment, is improving now, and expects to 
be back in his office this week. 


The railroad commission will have to deal 
soon with one of the most important measures 
that ever came before it. This is the 
taking off, at one sweep, of the percentages 
allowed by the commission above the standard 
tariffs. 

When the commission was first created and 
first adopted a standard tariff, the percentages 
allowed were much larger than now, and there 
were more of them. 

Almost every road in south Georgia was 
allowed a very considerable percentage above 
the standard. 

The policy of the commission has been to 
steadily lower these percentages andin many 
cases to abolish them. 

The railroads, of course, will be fully and 
ably represented,generally in opposition to the 
measure. Boards of trade and’ similar organiz- 
ations will be given a hearing, representing 
the other side—in favor of the measure. -

A One-Armed Confederate Veteran Lan- 
guishes in Jail Because of Wis In- 
ability to Precure Rail. 


A debt or a crime?

Debt is not the charge made by the prosecu- 
tion; it is cheating and swindling. * 

P. V. Primrose, a one-armed confederate 
veteran, purchased on the installment. plat a 
watch from Mr. E. W. Blue in August last, 
paying $10 down and promising ‘to pay 
one dollar a week until the watch was paid 
for, the price being $125. 

Primrose is a traveling man.. Soon after 
purchasing the Watch he left thé city, and did 
not turn up again untila week ago. He then, 
so he states. went to Mr. Blue and explained 
that he had been a little slow in meeting the 
payments, but thathe~ would pay the balance 
in a few days. 

But he did not have the watch, having dis- 
posed of it sometime before. 

Mr. Blue took out a warrant for him at 
once on a charge of cheating and swindling, 
and he was arrested and held fron? Saturday 
evening until Tuesday, when he was released 
on bail, after being tried before . Justice Land- 
rum and having his bond fixed at $150. 

A few days ago his bondsmen became 
frightened by a report that he had left the 
city, and surrendered him to the civil 
authorities. Tie was carried to Fulton 
county jail and placed in a cell wherehe still 
remains. . 

Mr. Thomas Ashworth is his attorney, and 
the report that he had left the city grew out 
of Mr. Ashworth paying. the charges at his 
hotel and removing Primrose’s trunk from 
there to his own office. 

Primrose is a man of more than ordi- 
nary education and refinement. Heisa Vir- 
ginian by birth, but his home has beenin Au- 
gusta, until recently. He is fifty-three years 
old. Heleft an arm on the battle-field of 
Chancellorsville while fighting on the con- 
federate side. 

Mr. Primrose is without friends in the city, 
and is unable to help himself. His case will 
come up in a few days before Judge Van Epps 
in the city court.

Just to the 
left you can see the memorable charge of the gal- 
lant Pickett, and note where he has placed the 
banners of the confederacy. There is nota detail 
about the three days’ battle that cannot be clearly 
defined. The peach orchard, the wheat field, 
Round Top, Culp’s Hill are shown with marked 
exactness. Mr. J.K. Ross, who has the manage- 
ment of this exhibition, will continue it for one 
week longer. The battle of Gettysburg, as shown 
by Mr. Ross, is impartial. It shows the virtues 
and defects of bothsides. Itis life-like. After 
looking atit for a while you can hardly realize 
that you are not on the battleground. Your heart 
swells up within you, and you feel like shouting, 
‘“Hiurrah for my side!’’ 

Mr. Ross in giving this exhibition donates 
twenty-five percent of the proceeds to the Con- 
fedérate Veteran monument. This fact alone 
shouid insure a large attendance. Admission only 
25 cents; children 15 cents, and itis worth ten 
times that amount. The doors open at seven in 
the morning and close at ten at night. This is the 
most wonderful exhibition ever seen in Atlanta.

PICKENS CONSPIRATORS.

It Is Likely to Bring on More Talk—The 
Howard Suit Against the Government— 
The Grand Jury in Session. 


It seems that these Pickens county conspira- 
tors will keep things lively for some time to 
come in the United States court. 


At any rate they are holding the attention 


of court circles at present, and the motion 
for a new trial that Hon. W. C. Glenn 
and Colonel Maddox are making, 
for four of those convicted of arson is decid- 
edly calculated ‘to bring on more talk. There 
appears to be very many new stories to be told 
at the next trial, if the motion to secure it 
proves successful. | 

There are four of the convicted and sen- 
tenced conspirators who are moving for a new 
trial, Jones, the two Fields and Carter Pindly. 
All of these have been sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary,but Mr. Glenn 
claims that the entire evidence that convicted 
them was rendered by accomplices in 
the crime. For this reason, he asks for a new 
trial and the motion will be argued at Jasper, 
on Thursday, June 5th. 

While it has never yet been proved that 
these men were guilty of burning the houses 
of those people of Pickens county, 
who lost their homes at the 
hands of the organization known as ‘The 
Honest Man’s Friend and Protector,” they 
were charged with being accessories to the 
crime, and on this charge were convic ted. 

The motion for a new trial, it is thought, 
will bring cut some new developments, and 
the lawyers who have --an interest 
in the case are looking forward with something 
like exciting anticipations to the results. 

The Howard Suit. 

Judge Newman has overruled the demurrer 
filed in the case of Henry A. Howard vs. the 
United States, and it will go before the fed- 
erai court on its merits on May 22d. The case, 
which is one for claims on a contract, and a 
twin case with the noted Bowe suit, is the 
second case in the United States in which a 
citizen has been allowed to sue on a contract 
against the government except in the court of 
claims. 

The Grand Jury in Session. 

The grand jury of the United States court 
was in session yesterday, and will continue in 
the work of piling up the docket today. It is 
said that several very important and some- 
what sensational cases are under the consider- 
ation of the jury.

thing with everybody; and we naturally com- 
pare conditions and surroundings with those 
athome. We find that real estate here is not 
so valuable as Atlanta dirt—consequently 
taxes and rents are not so high. There is a 
great deal of wealth here, but the people are 
not enterprising. The legal rate of interest is 
suflicient in this state, but these rich men are 
satistied to receive four and five per cent for 
large sums of money, and often take three per 
cent. We wonder that‘some energetic sprite 
has not whispered into their ears of the 
numerous investments awaiting them in the 
south, where banks get eight per cent, and 
borrowers make money after giving twelve per 
cent interest. Carpenters receive about the 
same wages that we pay at home—no more. 
Shop-girls and clerks are not as well 
paid as they are at home. It is a 
shame that a bright, efficient girl, often has to 
board, pay her laundry bills and dress well 
(for she is required to look presentable) upon 
tive dollars a week! Georgia pine isa favor- 
ite hard-wood here, and brings from eighteen 
to forty dollars per thousand. | 

About half of the most prominent and 
wealthy people of Elmira are democrats—a 

reat many young men belonging to the party. 
That is encouraging, as our country’s future 
depends upon their votes and work. It is in- 
teresting and suggestive to notice that the 
waiting cab-men and drivers read newspapers, 
and with what intelligence the drivers and 
chambermaids give information—it adds a 
dignity to their pesition and labor. 

Qne of the most pleasing things of which I 
have heard is that about twelve or eighteen 
old ladies, from sixty to eighty-five years of 
age, have a reading club. They meet once a 
week at their different homes. They read his- 
tory and poems. The book is passed around, 
each one reading. They take their sewing 
and knitting, and work and chat for 
an hour after the reading. How beautiful 
itisto grow old gracefully, with mind and 
heart full and fresh to the last! This old- 
ladies-readi ig-club is indeed a lesson to those 
who come after them. 

Ladies grow animated and look pleased in 
speaking to one interested in hearing of their 
charities, arrangement of household work and 
management of children and servants; they 
grow radiant in deseribing their teas, lunch- 
eons, receptions and toilets—they forget to 
consider the questions rede, while she is trying 
to ascertain how they think and feel and live 
—if they are gentle, retined, sympathetic, lib- 
€ralin views, generous and cordial like our 
fair southern women. We try to look through 
voice and face and eves, into their souls. Can 
they too have suffered—are love and home and 
friends as light and life to them. 

I reinember what we endured all of the long,

And,as the fullest statement of 
the engagement comes froin his hame paper, 
he cannot be in ignorance of the report. 
The comment of THe ATLANTA Covy- 
STITUTION upon the marriage was greatly 
enjoyed by the northern friends to 
whom Iread it. Mcst everyone seems pleased 
at the announcement. One lady remarked that 
she wondered Dr. May (Mr. Winkinson's 
grandfather) ‘‘didn’t rise in his grave.’ 

Mrs. Gleason, an almost saintly woman, 
who looks after the delicate oues at this sani- 
tarium, told me that though Dr. May was 
violently opposed to slavery, he was never 
bitter: that this grandson had inherited his 
strength and sympathetic nature, and 
from his grandfather came that very spirit 
with which he defended and protected Miss 
Davis from the slights which his towns-people 
were at tirst inclined to give her when she was 
a guest in their midst. He showed a noble- 
ness of nature which won her adiniration, and 
perhaps her most beautiful characteristics, 
which he loves best, she inherits from her 
father. 

Mr. Wilkinson is tall and well-proportioned. 
He has ease of manner and issa favorite in 
society. His mother and sisters are refined and 
highly cultured. Their old home-stead which 
was left the mother, is converted into a select 
school for young Jadies, over which Mrs. Wil- 
kinson and her daughters preside. There is a 
younger son who is talented and handsome. 

Most of the ladies here know simply nothing 
of our poverty and sufferings from the war.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 13.—The reactionary condi- 
tion of the market yesterday was not duplicated 
today, but, instead of weakening, there was a 
decided strength in all portions of the list, and 
Jate in the day even a buoyancy marked the dea!- 
ings. There was no lack of disquieting news 
from the west this morning, and while there 
geemed to be a disposition to regard the 
whole thing as gro:#y exagg@rated by dis- 
patches, a feeling of hesitancy was shown, which 
did not entirely wear away until late in the day, 
when the activity became equal to anything yet 
seen onthe present rise.
